NEW YORK, July 2%—That the 
financing of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Co. syndicate in 1905 did not cost 
as much as “a postage stamp” was the 
declaration made today by L. C. Hanna 
ef Cleveland, O., before the Stanley 
Steel Trust Investigating Committee. 

Hanna, who was a manager of that 
Syndicate, before the company was ab- 
Borbed by the United S+-tag Steel Cor- 
poration in 1907, also trewfied that the 
main purpose of the men who took over 
the Tennessee company then in compe- 
tition with the steel corporation, was to 
acquire and develop the great mineral 
mechanical

resources rather than the : 
equipment of the property. 

“In the organization of that syndi- 
cate,’” Congressman Stanley asked, ‘‘did 
you employ J. P. Morgan or any other 
financial syndicate to float your 
bonds?"’ 

“The financing of the Tennessee Co. 
did not cost as much as the price of a 
postage stamp,”’ Mr. Hanna said. ‘‘There 
were no bankers employeu.” 

Tells of Conference, 

Hanna related the story of the con- 
ference held in J. Pierpont Morgan’s 
library, Where the merger was effected 
niter Judge Gary and Henry C. Frick 
returned from their hurried trip. to 
Washington to get the approval of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt to the transaction. 

He said he did not know Gary had 
zone to Washington, or why, and that 
he asked no questions about that visit. 
Morgan, Hanna said, was not present 
when the deal was closed.

It is alleged that the deed of trust 
bad been indorsed in blank by Stevens 
and was the absolute property of Link 
at the time of his death. It had been 
reduced to $2750 at the time of the a’- 
leged conversion. 

One count in the petition charges that 
Selleck collected $1251.33 for the Link es- 
tate, but had given an accounting for 
only $564.88. The petition states that 
Mrs. Link, or her duly authorized at- 
torneys, had made a demand upon Sel- 
leck for the balance of $686.45, due in 
connection with these transactions, but 
that he had refused to pay it. Mrs. 
Link asks for an order of court com- 
pelling him to turn over that amount to 
her, in addition to the $2750 she alleges 
to be due her froma the sale of the deed 
of trust. 

The suit was filed for Mrs. Link by 
Attorneys Charles F. Krone and August 
Walz, Jr. 

Selleck has offices in the Times build- 
ing at Broadway and Chestnut street, 
and has been practicing law in St. Louis 
for several years.

Big Saving in Interest. 

He would thus save $1,500,000 a year in 
interest charges, the difference between 
$14,000,000 and $12,500,000, and he would 
get $50,000,000 new money which the giant 
corporation had to have. 

The public was not told, however, 
that the 5 per cent bonds offered for 
sale were no better security than the 
7 per cent preferred stock, as they 
were only a second mortgage on the 
property, and Mr. Perkins, as chair- 
steel corporation, made a deal with 
Mr. Perkins, a partner in the firm of 
J. P. Morgan & Co., whereby the firm 
of Morgan was intrusted with the 
“conversion.” 

Mr. Perkins boasted to bis partners 
that they would “get fifty millions 
without costing us anything, and save 
a million and a half besides.” But 
Mr. Perkins was unable to persuade 
the public of the advantage of his 
plan. Opposition to the conversion 
led to court proceedings, and only 
about $150,000,000 of 7 per cent pre- 
ferred stock was actually retired. 
Wor their services in this connection, 
Pr. Morgan & Co. received 
more than $6,000,000! 

It was second mortgage 5 per cent 
bonds of this kind which were after- 
ward used by the United States Steel 
Corporation to pay for the stock of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co. 

In order to hide the gross overcap- 
italization of the United States Steel 
Corporation, Mr. Verkins, as chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, re- 
sorted to a unique bookkeeping de- 
vice in the published statement of the 
company's business. 

What He Called Gross Business. 

He published as the gross business of 
the United States Steel Corporation 
NOT the aggetegate of the sales of the 
finished steel products to the public, 
but the aggregate gross value of all 
the commercial transactions conducted 
by the subsidiary companies, and in- 
cluding not only the sales made to the 
public, but the sales made between the 
subsidiary companies and the gross re- 
ceipts of the transportation companies 
for service rendered both to the subsid- 
lary companies and to the public. 

In other words, the United States Stee] 
Corporation measures its business the 
way Mr. Barnum of circus fame meas- 
ured his tiger—‘‘thirteen feet two from 
the end of his snout to the tip of his 
tail, and thirteen feet two from the end 
of his tail to the tip of his snout. The 
biggest tiger on earth, Sir!’’ 

On a basis of prices received from the 
public, the total aggregate business of 
the United States Steel Corporation is 
less than $400,000,000, as against $703,961,- 
424 claimed in ,the 1910 report. 

This means that the L'nited States 
Steel Corporation, with its present cap- 
itaniization of $1,464,903,761, takes more 
than three and a half years to turn over 
its capital, but then the ratio of total 
net earnings to gross is 3 per cent, not 
2) per cent, as stated in the published 
reports. In addition to his activities as 
partner of J. P. Morgan and chairman 
of the Finance Committee of the Steel 
Corporation and the Harvester Trust, 
ir. Perkins found time for collecting 
campaign funds for President Roosevelt. 
In this he was ably seconded by E. T. 
Stotesbury of Philadelphia, a partner in 
the Morgan firm. 

In 194 George B. Cortelyou, who had 
een placed by Mr. Roosevelt at the 
head of the Department of Commerce 
#na Labor, where part of his duty con- 
sisted in gathering information about the 
business of the corporations, was taken 
frum his Cabinet position and made 
chairman of the Republican National 
Committee and sent to collect campaign 
funds from the very corporations he 
had been investigating. 

Mr. Cortelyou and Cornelius M. Bliss, 
treasurer of the Republican National 
Committee, asked the United States

the expenses of the campaign for the 
election of Mr. Roosevelt. The proposition 
Was so outrageous that the Steel Cor- 
poration consulted the most eminent 
iawyer in the country as to what it 
could do, and was advised that it could 
not legally make such a contribution, 
but that there was nothing to prevent 
the directors themselves making person- 
al contributions to Mr. Roosevelt's fund. 

When this decision was made 
known to President Roosevelt he in- 
vited Henry C. Frick, a director of 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
to lunch with him at the White 
House, and, after Mr. Frick, on Oct. 
8, 1904, had partaken of the presi- 
dential bread and salt, he made a 
voluntary contribution of $50,000 to 
help re-elect his host. 

Frick Sent to See Colonel. 


Mr. Frick was the largest individual 
contributor to the Roosevelt cam- 
paign fund of 1904, and on Mr. Per- 
kins’ suggestion he was chosen at 
the time of the absorption of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Co. by the 
United States Steel Corporation to 
accompany Judge Gary to Washing- 
ton, in order to persuade President 
Roosevelt to permit the absorption 
and guarantee immunity to the Steel 
Trust. That he succeeded is a matter 
of history. 

His success gave the United States 
Steel Corporation a monopoly of the 
high-grade iron ore of the country 
and assured their position as the 
dominant power in the steel industry 
in the United States.

English Influences Actively Op- 
pose, but American Efforts 
Are Nominal.

OTTAWA, Ontario, July 28.—Reciproc- 
ity between the United States and Can- 
ada will be a fact before the Christ- 
mas holidays. This in spite of the tre- 
mendous efforts being made by the 
British protectionists to defeat the pact 
that was half consummated when the 
United States Senate passed the bill that 
President Taft wanted. 

The dissolution of the Dominion Par- 
liament is only a few days off, and then 
will come an election which—unless ev- 
ery sign in the zodiac fails— must resnlt 
in a sweeping Government victory. Fol- 
icwing this the new Parliament will be 
called together for a short session to 
Cispose of the reciprocity agreement. 
The elections are expected to come with- 
in two months, and the new - Parlia- 
ment will convene two or three weeks 
afterward. 

Not a doubt as to the Governmenr 
again emerging victorious from the cam- 
paign as expressed in the Liberal ranks, 
and even some Conservative members 
priv rately admit that they are not at et! 
personally sanguine of success, esrneugs 
hey count on reducing the Government’s 
majority in the House. 

That early dissolution is sure is 
be manifested by the fact that members 
are already engaging their sleeping 
car berths for the return home next 
week. The happenings in the parloa- 
mentary session which already has last- 
ed eight months cljearly demonstrates 
the immediate necessity of the peo- 
ple’s verdict on the attempt of the mi- 
nority in the Commons to rule, in de- 
flance to the overwhelming majority 
supporting the administration. 

That far-reaching influences are at 
work to defeat the will of the Canadian 
people is not denied. This influence, 
which is largely financial, reaches out 
from England. If reciprocity should 
happen to be defeatéd, it would be due 
to these sinister influences from the 
outside. . 

While United States lobbyists are 
credited with work in the Canadian 
Federal House their efforts are not 
nearly so powerful as the emissaries 
of Britain, who are truckling now to 
Canada. 

It might almost be said that the next 
general election in Britain is being par- 
tially fought in Canada, for the tariff 
reformers of England are closely al- 
lied to the opponets of reciprocity here 
and are at work.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—The Presi- 
dent is likely to veto the La Follette 
wool bill which passed the Senate yes- 
terday, or any woo! bill passed at this 
session. 

If he does, the President who has 
said the wool schedule of the Payne- 
Aldrich act is ‘‘indefensible”’ will base 
his veto on the fact that a tariff board 
was authorized by Congress to make 
a scientific study of the tariff and that 
this board was instructed to report next 
December. The President will say Af 
the wool bill comes up to him for de- 
cision) that he must await the report 
of this board. 

While the La Follette bill fixes a duty 
on raw wool of 35 per cent, as com- 
pared with 40 per cent in his original 
measure, it remains 15 per cent higher 
than the 20 per cent fixed in the House 
bill on raw wool. The opinion is unan- 
imously expressed by regular Repub- 
lican senators that “the House will not 
accept the increase. The Bryan Demo- 
crats of that body strongly favor free 
raw wool, and the sentiment was op- 
posed to making a reduction to 20 per 
cent.

PARIS, July 28.—Greater optimism 
prevailed at the capital today, though 
it was admitted that the negotiations 
with Germany regarding the Moroc- 
ean affair remain difficult. 

The statement by Premier Asquith 
in the British House of Commons and 
Premier Caillaux’s advice to the 
French to keep cool and be prudent 
relieved the tension at a moment 
when relief was most needed and the 

@iiscreet military preparations were 
giving rise to the apprehension that 
war was not impossible. 

These preparations included orders 
to the cavalry to be ready for the 
field at the first signal, the heavy 
provisioning of the forts on the east- 
ern frontier by special supply trains 
run out of Paris at night, and the 
mustering of all regiments to their 
full quota. 

it is understood that Baron von Kid- 
erlen Waechter, the German Foreign 
Secretary who is conducting the nego- 
tiations with Jules Cambon, the French 
Ambassador at Berlin, has modified his 
original program, and is now asking for 
a part, instead of the whole coast of 
I'rench Congo, but at the same time 
naming other conditions which France 
would find difficulty in accepting. Nev- 
ertheless, there is a strong feeling that a 
solution will be found. 

The morning papers welcome Asquith’s 
speech as clarifying the situation, and 
hestening a settlement.

ASQUITH RELIEVES

The latest indication of the 
town's approach toward life is an jinva- 
sion of the great cities of the country 
by the advance guard of the former 
French trading post. 

Calis It Invading Force. 

“The vanguard of the invading force 
has taken Chicago. Chicago doesn't 
know it because the small force is lost 
and dissipated among the more power- 
ful influences of the West Side. But it 
is here, and if one has keenness for the 
pursuit of small things it can be lo- 
cated.”’

“In similar fashion St. Louis Is 
r.arching on Byffalo, Philadelphia, New 
York, Boston and Kansas City, each to 
the tune of a single sigh. The invasion 
coubtless will be successful. Grand 
Rapids, Keokuk, Kalamazoo, Oshkosh, 
Reno and Gary, Ind., all attained a part 
at least of their present supremacy in 
such a way and St. Louis may do like- 
wise, 

Archer Is Qucted, 

“In its very thrill of conquest, 
however, comes a disconcerting word 
from across the seas. William Archer, 
the great dramatic critic and  well- 
known traveler, thus sums up his im- 
pressions’ of the metropolis on the 
Mississippi in the London Morning 
Leader: 

“*‘A few Anglo-Saxon cities are 
seen to advantage ‘immediately after 
New York. Let these things be borne 
in mind if I seem’ to disparage St. 
Louis, Mo.,’ he writes, 

‘In St. Louis it was my fate to 
spend Easter Sunday. And regret- 
fully but firmly I pronounce it the 
least attractive of all the great cities 
in the United States. Its situation is 
undistinguished, its planning is ruth- 
lessly triangular, its public buildings 
are mean. Even the Mississippi 
somehow contrives to be unimpress- 
ive. It is a wide river, no doubt, but 
you have to reason with yourself be- 
fore you can admit that it is wider 
than the Thames at Charing Cross, 

“Looking back from the Eads Bridge 
at the business center of the city you 
see that it contains a fair number of 
tall buildings—perhaps from 15 to 20 
stories high. But they have neither the 
soaring audacity of the New York sky- 
scrapers nor the fortresslike grandeur 
of those of Chicago. They are feature- 
less blocks—nothing more. Over them 
there rests in the soft, muggy air, a pall 
of smoke that reminds one of Pittsburg, 
but of the iurid picturesqueness, the in- 
fernal majesty of Pittsburg, there is no 
trace. 

Interesting Soctologically. 

“From a sociological point of view, 
however, St. Louis is far from uninter- 
esting. It may be called the Philadel- 
phia of the Middle West, a gigantic 
symbol and symptom of middle-class 
prosperity. Of intellectual or artistic 
ambitions it shows scarcely a trace, but 
its dry goods stores will compare with 
any in the world. Evidently the Self- 
ridges of St. Louis cater to an enormous 
class of people who have plenty of mon- 
The local millionaires, no 
doubt, do their shopping in New York. 
It is a middle-class prosperity that 
shouts at us on every hand—an un- 
ideal smugness of comfort that seems 
somehow to blend oppressively with the 
mugeginess of the air. 

“But, then, William Archer knew 
nothing of St. Louis’ 30,000,000 nor of its 
advance upon the cities of the country.’’

President Hirsch Says Clubs 
Playing Them Must Pay 
Fine. 

Pitcher Patton, of the Millers, Out- 
fielder Kroh and Infielder Hutchinson, of 
“e Hyde Parks, Outfielder Mulvey, of 
t.i2 Oechsners, Outfielder Flach and Vieh- 
man, of the Belleville club, all of the 
Old Trolley league, cannot play with 
these clubs again this season, accord- 
ing to a ruling handed down by Pres- 

ident Fred Hirsch. 

Charles Bartley, secretary of the 
league sent out letters to all of the clubs 
notifying them that if they played a 
man who had been signed after July 1 
who had previously played even one 
game of ball this season with a club 
under National protection, they were 
not only Hable to lose the game on a 
forfeit but be fined as well. 

All of these men named have played 
professional ball in different leagues 
about the country and were not signed 
up by July 1, with the exception of 
Flach, who afterwards played a game 
with the Burlington (Io.) team, which 
disqualifies him, also. 

The managers of the four clubs declar- 
ed that they did not understand the 
rule and they thought it meant that 
they could sign any player, even after 
July 1, providing that he was not play- 
ing professional ball after that date.

Slayer of S. Louis Von Phul Bit- 
terly Arraigns Judge Who 
Tried Him. . 





DENOUNCES RULINGS 
Declares He Was Persecuted and 
That Trial Was Made Pre- 
liminary Divorce Hearing. 





DENVER, Colo., July 2#—Frank H. 
Henwood, under sentence of life impris- 
onment for the murder of George DBD. 
Copeland, will appeal to the Supreme 
Court, his attorneys declare. 

he was sentenced late yester- 
day, the slayer of the St. Louis aeronant, 
8. Louis von Pnul, denounced the Judge 
with a vehemence never before exhib- 
ited in a Denver court, 

When asked what he had to say “Why 
sentence should not be pronounced,’”’ 
Henwood walked to the bench and be- 
gan by saying: : 

“I come for sentence, but not for jus- 
tice, from a jail where for two months 
I have been surrounded by prisoners, 
whose faces become bianched and who 
tremble with fear when they contem- 
plate coming to this court for trial so 
long as Judge Whitford sits in this di- 
vision.” 

Henwood characterized his treatment 
by the court and prosecutor as “perse- 
cution”® and declared that his attorney 
had been ‘“‘bound and gagged by rulings 
of the court,” and that his trial for the 
killing of George E. Copeland had in 
reality, been turned into a preliminary 
hearing of the divorce case of John W. 
Springer. 

Is Springer’s Friend. 

Henwood recalled that he had bev. de- 
nounced by the prosecutor as ‘“‘a destroy- 
er of Mr. Springer’s home,’’ but main- 
tained that he was, and is today “John 
W. Springer’s best friend.”’ 

Henwood charged that the first day 
Mrs. Springer was on the stand, when 
it was seen that she possessed. know!l- 
edge “advantageous to me,” she was 
excused. Later, when she was re- 
called, ‘‘a package of letters written 
by her to S. L. von Phul were placed 
on the prosecutor’s table in plain 
view, and she was confronted with 
a threat that they would be read in 
open court if she testified to any 
facts in my behalf. Not only this, but 
her otherwise keen mind was dulled 
by drugs. 

“TI am now ready for your unfust 
sentence,” he concluded. 

Life Term the Sentence, 

Judge Whitford listened attentive- 
ly to the gefendant. 

“T am not surprised,” said he, “at 
your state of mind, since you have 
been surrounded by all classes of pris- 
oners, 14 of whom I recently sent 
there. 

“TIT am of the opinion that the ver- 
dict of the jury in your case should 
have been first-degree murder. I be- 
lieve that you shot von Phul because 
of jealousy over Mrs, Springer. But 
for some reason the jurors returned 
a finding of second-degree murder. 
The law leaves the sentence to the 
discretion of the Court. It !s the 
opinion of this Court that you shall 
be imprisoneg in the penitentiary at 
Canon City for life.”

Boy’s Story of Crime.

NEW YORK, July 28.—Haled to court 
by a woman he supposed had been dead 
for seven years, Charles B. Hoffman 
yesterday was divorced by his first wife, 
Mrs. Dolores Hoffman, while the young 
girl he married only a month ago sat 
nearby waiting for her annulment suit 
to be called. 

Mrs. Dolores Joffman testified that 
she married the jaiefendant Oct. 8, 1898.

Mrs. Hoffman is a Red Cross nurse and 
served in the Philippines. 

Hoffman, who holds the record of 
being legally separated from two women 
in 15 minutes, is a gray-haired, slender 
little man. He was nervous when he 
took the stand, for he did not know 
what Justice Crane was going to say 
about his bigamous marriage. 

Says Story Is Correct, 

‘My wife’s account of our marriage is 
correct,’’ Hoffman said. “It is also true 
that I abandoned her. For years I have 
been in the shipping business, spending 
much time abroad. In that way I lost 
track of my wife. When I returned to 
this country, some seven years ago, I 
tried to find her, authorizing my broth- 
er, a California lawyer, to conduct the 
search. It developed nothing and I sup- 
posed she was dead.” 

Only recently, Hoffman continued, 
he met the girl who later became his 
second wife. She was Miss Grace I. 
Gillett of Brooklyn. The two were 
married at Stamford, Conn., June 21. 
The second Mrs, Hoffman was a wit- 
ness in her own suit to annul her 
marriage. 


Supposed Wife Was Dead. 
“When I married the defendant,” 


Miss Gillett said, “I supposed his first 
wife was dead. Our happiness was 
short-lived, for we had been married 
only nine days when I recelved a let- 
ter from my brother stating that he 
had discovered my husband's first 
wife. We were in Canada on our 
honeymoon at the time.’

HOW ILLINOIS IS PLUNDERED. 

As long as the Lorimer investigation goes on, 
the atmosphere of Washington will reek with the 
effluvia of corruption in Illinois politics. As it 
reaches the whole country, the people of Illinois 
owe themselves and the country the only explana- 
tion it is now worth while to give. It must be 
éxplanation in determined and decisive action 
of their own power to make honésty count against 
the systematized frauds through which the State 
has been controlled against them. 

Every intelligent citizen of Illinois knows that 
the State is ring-ridden and that the worst which 
has developed out of the exposure of corrupt 
methods in the Lorimer case is only an incident 
of systematic ring rule. The worst in the strug- 
, gle for the senatorship makes Lorimer the vic- 
tim as well as the beneficiary of corruption so 
systematized that there was left no hope of ex- 
ception to its rule of “putting over” candidates 
for all important offices. The price of success 
for everyone who hopes for office is made tacit 


complicity in the organization of plundering 


rings, which antagonize each other often, while 
they antagonize public decency and popular gov- 
ernment always. 


In Chicago now they are worse than in New 
York under Tweed. It is not necessary to go 


beyond Chicago to find the same organized cor- 
ruption in Peoria or any pther Illinois city, since 
there is enough of it in Chicago alone to explain 
the situation as it extends throughout Illinois and 
from Illinois to Washington. 

Under similar conditions in New York, in New 
Jersey, in California and even in Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania, it has been proved that the strength of 
professional scoundrelism, no matter how it sys- 
tematizes itself, is wholly incapable of supporting 
itself against determined popular action. Ring- 
ruled and ring-ridden as they are, the people of 
Illinois can control their own politics as they 
please. They can do it when they please. They 
can begin this year. They can assert their right 
to self-government and they can enforce it. 


+ «+ 
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Moreover, it begins to look as if the President 
would have to defend the indefensible wool sched- 





tative information about the Controller Bay con- 
troversy. His explanatory message to the Senate 
is frank. He makes no effort to avoid responsi- 
bility for what he has done and he at once dis- 
arms criticism that has any disposition to be 
generous. No one can read his message without 
being impressed by the fact that much of the 
Alaskan disturbance is founded on rumor and 
made the more credible by constant, and some- 
times malicious, reference to the land hunger of 
predatory syndicates in search of monopoly. 

Such syndicates are, of course, a painful reality. 
So jealous are we of monopoly in the prospect 
that we cry out against it even more loudly than 
against it in the reality. If we cannot see it we 
fear it the more. The bugbear in Alaska is the 
danger of monopoly and that danger, Mr. Pinchot 
says, begins the instant any of the lands pass into 
private hands. 

Mr. Taft makes it plain why we can’t see the 
exact situation in Alaska. It required all the fa- 
cilities at his command to get the information he 
embodied in the message. This information was 
scattered sadly about. Without detailing the in- 
terests of each we find that the War, Navy, 
Treasury, Agriculture, Interior and Commerce and 
Labor departments were all involved in some way 
in the Controller Bay business, besides the Bureau 
of Forestry, the Land Office, the Coast Survey, 
the Geological] Survey and the Army Engineers. 

From all these sources Mr. Taft got the infor- 
mation which he pieced together to make the 
facts related in the message. Those facts we must 
accept and conclude (1) that there was no “Dick- 
to-Dick” postscript, (2) that the President’s 
brother, Charles P. Taft, never heard of Controller 
Bay or Richard S. Ryan, (3) that the law was 
not violated, (4) that no monopoly was conferred, 
(5) that such rights as were granted to the Con- 
troller Railway & Navigation Co. were under 
proper restrictions, (6) that the Chugach Forest 
Reserve was not harmed or the principle of con- 
servation impaired. 

Mr. Pinchot, for himself and as president of 
the National Conservation Association, raises a 
new issue entirely in his statement in regard to 
the message. He Says: 

It was the President’s duty to hold the 
terminal lands around Controller Bay in 
Government ownership.. As with the coal 
lands, the title to the harbor lands which are 
the key to the coal lands, should have been 
held in any event, until Congress could act.’ 
President Taft says: 

The thing which Alaska needs its develop- 
ment, and where rights and franchises can 
be properly granted to encourage invest- 
ment and construction of railroads without 


conferring exclusive privileges, I believe it

These widtly variant propositions make up the 
conservation question which is destined to re- 
main a question until Congress has taken action. 
It is an issue which has nothing whatever to do 
with transactions under the present law, or with 
such steps as the responsible officers of the Gov- 
ernment may take to protect the people against 
the aggressions of monopoly operating according 
to law. It can, of course, in no aspect have 
anything to do with attempts to grab, cheat or 
evade the law. So far as is known all such at- 
tempts have been defeated and the clear implica- 
tion of Mr. Taft’s message is that he will exercise 
every power he has to see that they are defeated 
in the future.
